A Fourth Meeting Needed Tb Formulate New Scallop Plan 

Counaii^emBers StU[!A(jfed*Ib Ijackit JlsfUtig *Dttys and Hip Limit (^ustions 
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The Scallop Committee of the New England 
Fishery Management Council plans to gather for a 
fourth time to discuss the development a 
comprehensive scallop management plan e cn April 
26th. The meeting is plaimed at the Comfort hm in 
Warwick Rhode Island beginning at 9 AM, whai 
the group will discuss a number of items which 
could take much of the day according to Council 
Staffer Louis Goodreau. 

Items for discussion include setting controls on 
days at sea or fishing days for both the full-time and 
part-time fleets, trip limits, mandatory data 
reporting and levels to the annual target quota 

"At this point the conunittee is looking at 
(XHitrols at days at sea or the fishing days when the 
dredges are in the water," said Goodreau. "If you 
set trip limits than you will have to use averages, 
with some vessels above the average and some are 
below. We are looking at 30 groups of 10 boats 
each to see what the levels of trip limits are. It all 
depends on which directions the committee wants to 
head in." 

The committee has been carefully sifting 
through each item of the tog public hearing 
document which was presented to fishermen in 
December. Since than it has met on Febmary 4, 
March 4 and 25. 

The committee has adopted a number of new 
rules dealing with the moratorium issue during its 
previous meetings. Those include exempting fron 
any moratorium in the Atlantic sea scallop fishery 
all vessels landing less than 400 pounds of scallops 
per fishing trip, restricting Ashing permits to those 
vessels with federal scallop permits and scallop

landings recorded in either the 1988 or 1989 weigh-out 
data Ales. The iiKtratoium would sunset two years frcnn 
the date cL implementation unless extended by a 
majority vc«e of the New England Council. 

In other areas supported by the group, vessels would 
be included unda* the moratorium if they have been 





































under construction [ or 
re-rigging] for directed 
scallt^ fishing prior to 
March 2,1989 cutoff 
date. Full-time fleet 
vessels will also be 
limited to a nine-man 
crew (including the 
captain), 30 foot dredge 
limit O' 144 foot trawl 
sweep limit. The current 
landing windows will be 
retained. 

The group supported 
a system to monitor meat 
count, to determine if the 
amount of small scallops 
harvested would 
jeopardize achievement 
of the plan objectives. 
That level is yet to be 
established by the 
Council. 

Goodreau indicated 
that there is a chance for 
yet another meeting 
before the plan is 
fmalized due to the big 
issues of trip limits and 
target quotas. "Since we 
dtm't have as good an 
estimate as we thought 
we did have, they will 
have to decide if they 
want to go ahead with 
some target quota and 
just specify it that way 
with the precision of it 
becoming better as new 
information comes in." 
The committee could also 
allocate days but not 
landings until fishery 
managers have better 
information. 

The public is invited 
to attend these meetings.

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Petition To Ban Landing of Lobsters By Dr agger 
Moves Forward In State 


The Massachusetts 
Lobstermen's Association has 
filed a petition with the 
Division of Marine Fisheries- 
Marine Fisheries Advisory 
Commission, to promulgate 
regulations banning the 
landing of lobsters in the State 
of Massachusetts by any 
vessel rigged for dragging. 
The petition was filed with the 
Division on February 26, 

1991. The commission will 
now determine what action it 


wishes to take on the issue and 
it is hoped that they will 
include the petition in one of 
the upcoming rounds of public 
hearings, the next regular 
hearings are slated for May 
and August;. 

The Association has 
indicated that it could support 
measures that would allow a 
dragger fisherman to remove 
the dragging gear from the 
vessel for all or part of a year 
and fish for lobsters using 


traps. 

It has long been the 
position of the Association 
that effort reduction measures 
by lobstermen must at least be 
accompanied by the 
elimination of the dragging 
method of harvesting lobsters, 
which it is felt is counter¬ 
productive to sound 
conservation management of 
the lobster resource.

The EVELINA M. 
GOULART made a safe return 
home. Her hull, in a steel cradle, 
rests on timbers on land leased 
from the Town at the Town 
Landingat Essex. A.D. Story once 
leased ^s same land; the 
GOULART is now on or near 
where she was built in his 
shipyard and launched in 1927. 
The director of the shipyard at 
Mystic Seaport, Dana Hewson, 
with Maynard Bray from 
WoodenBoat in Brooklin ME, 
historian and ship-modeler Erik 
Rormberg of Rockport, Curator 
Jim Witham, Society president 
Kurt Wilhelm, Past-president 
Charles Burnham and Treasurer 
John Cushing spent Friday, 1 
Febraary discussing the 
GOULART aboard her and at the 
museum. A maintenance 
schedule was drawn up and work 
is under way to combat damage 
from fresh water and sunlight, to 
make a complete record of her, 
and to develop a long-range plan. 

The GOULART was always 
used for fishing, never altered for 
another use. Her hull is typical of 
the sawn double frame trurmel- 


fastened vessels built by the 
thousands in the Essex shipyards, 
yet she is the last of her type. The 
extent of her original material in 
good condition is now unique. 

She is a true museum artifact. We 
must fully research her 
construction and history as a 
fishing vessel, make drawings, 
photographs and an extensive 
written record of her and collect 
oral histories, photogr^hs, 
correspondence and other records. 
Please let us know of anyone who 
might have something about the 
GOULART to share. 

During the year and a half to 
two this research will take the 
GOULART should remain at the 
Town Landing. The term of the 
current lease ends this December. 
The GOULART Committee 
recommends that the lease be 
extended for three years. Your 
vote to extend the lease at the 
Armual Town Meeting on 
Monday, 6 May is, therefore, most 
important.

Joe Garland has taped a new 
sequence about the museum for 
New England Cablevision; an 
article about the GOULART is in 
the recent “On the Water’ 
published by the North Shore 
Weeklies and a write-up of the 
museum appeared 21 March in 
“north shore magazine’’. On 
Friday, March 8 the Gloucester 
Daily Times ran the article we 
wrote for Kurt Wilhelm thanking 
all the volunteers outside the 
museum who helped bring the 
GOULART home.

establish annual fees for boats

over 16 feet in length 
operated on waters where the 
coast Guard has a presence. 

The Coast Guard is 
required to consider the 
comments before 
implementing regulations 
required by the Omnibus 
Budget Reconciliation Act of 
1990. Congress said that the 
fee "is intended to require 
recreation boaters to share the 
cost of Coast Guard 
programs, including search 
and rescue, boating safety, 
and aids to navigation.. 
.which provide benefits to 
recreational boaters.” 

The proposed fees are: 
$25.00 for vessels 16-20 feet. 



$35.00 for vessels 20-27 feet, 
$50.00 for vessels 27-40 feet; 
and, $100 for vessels over 40 
feet. Exempt would be 
foreign vessels, lifeboats, 
racing vessels, yacht tenders, 
sailboards, rowboats, canoes, 
kayaks, and rowing sculls.

Safety At Sea, by George Day (Editorial Director of Cruising World and Sailing World) 
1991, Putnam 

Review by Ben Baker, Baker Books 

For everyone in the area, the subject of this book is on everyone’s mind several times a 
year. Unfortunately it usually is after a disaster has happened and a life is lost or a serious 
injury mars an experience on the water. The audience for this book are those planning to 
sail “offshore”. However, the information and concepts are useful for all serious boaters. 
The author starts the book with an account of two voyages. The first is about an uneventful, 
safe transatlantic crossing he made on Adele from Lisbon to the Caribbean. The next 
voyage was to be from Bermuda to Newport, RI. This ended with the loss of the skipper’s 
life, the crew near death, and the vessel sunk. 

The difference between the two voyages is that the first was undertaken with safe 
sailing as part of the skipper’s and crew’s attitude, the human factor. The second voyage 
was undertaken with a lack of planning, little preparation, and no practice in the skills that 
would safe a small incident from becoming another nail lost from the shoe. Planning, that is 
good planning, starts with the selection of a boat. Some boats should never leave safe 
waters. The author describes what it means to have a boat designed for safety and 
constructed for safety. His five rules for choosing a safe boat: 1) Know how you will use 
the boat; 2) Know where you will be sailing; 3) Understand a boat’s designed purpose; 4) 
Know a boat’s numbers; and 5) evaluate the boat dispassionately. 

Next he relates the standards established by International and National organizations 
and agencies. The requirements are only a starting point in being safe at sea. Of course a 
safe boat will be of little use if it is not handled properly or with disregard for the Rules of 
the Road. This knowledge comes from experience and training. When sailing, the care and 
comfort of the individual is essential to survival. The author discusses what a sailor should

wear and carry. All sailor’s should carry 
a knife, preferably one that also has a 
shackle key. (If you don’t have a shackle 
key, how about carrying a pair of pliers). 

The author next discusses safe boat 
handling in six situations: 1) Docking 
and Mooring in strong winds; 2) Sail 
Handling; 3) Collision Courses; 4) 
Operation in Limited Visibility; 5) 
Anchoring in strong winds; and 6) 
Running aground. Then a full discussion 
of recovery of a man overboard. There 
are several maneuvers suggested and 
each skipper should practice them with 
the crew before any long off shore 
voyage. 

The final chapters discuss heavy 
weather sailing, abandon ship, and the 
skippers responsibility. The author is

currently in the Pacific on a 
circumnavigation, so his comparison of the 
trait’s of Captains Bligh and Cook are 
probably the result of his cruising in the 
waters where these example’s of behavioral 
extremes transpired. The points made are 
well taken and the author cites what to 
many is just common sense, however, when 
you hear the hollering that goes on some 
boats, you wonder. 

The book is written well, has good 
information, limited but well selected 
photographs or illustrations, and is easy 
enjoyable reading. A must for any skipper 
planning an off shore sailing and a should 
read for many that wish to sail safely and 
not be a disaster at sea.

Speaking Out For Children Learning To Be Better Parents

The dreadful problem of child abuse and 
neglect in American families has become a national 
emergency. That fact was made vividly clear in a 
recent study revealing that reports of child abuse 
and neglect rose to an all time high of 2.5 million 
in 1989. 

The study, produced by the U.S. Advisory 
Board on Giild Abuse and Neglect, shows that 
each year hundreds of thousands of children are 
starved and abandoned, burned and severely 
beaten, r£y)ed and sodomized, berated and belittled. 

The recommendations made in the report 
included emphasis on giving child welfare workers, 
teachers and others involved with children, policy 
makers and parents ready access to information on 
child abuse and neglect. 

As a member of the Child Welfare League of 
America, we strongly support that 
recommendation, and we propose that parenting 
programs be available throu^ schools, hospitals, 
self-help groups and advocacy organizations. 

Parents need to know that they can discipline, 
control unacceptable behavior, set limits and talk to 
their children without inflicting physical harm and 
mental anguish. They need to imderstand how a 
child develops and what to realistically expect at 
various stages. * 

Abuse Detection Guidelines 

The following guidelines may help parents 
avoid situations that could lead to child abuse or 
neglect: 

—^Be consistent with your children. Parents 
should be clear about why certain behaviors are 
unacceptable; diildren should know the 
consequences for those behaviors, and children 
should always be given an opportunity to explain 
their behavior before any punishment. 

—^Help children control unacceptable 
behavior by emphasizing the positive and using 
praise and compliments to reinforce acceptable 
behavior. 

—Be aware of children’s need for proper 
food and rest, and understand how this affects 
behavior. 


■—^Build self-esteem in your Children and help 
them understand that, while you may find certain 
behavior unacceptable, you love them. 

—Administer any discipline for unacceptable 
behavior as soon as possible after the infraction, and 
make sure it is appropriate to the misbehavior. 

—^Never belittle, ridicule, threaten or ignore 
your children. 

When things seem to be getting out of hand, 
parents can take steps such as these to give 
themselves time to calm down: count to 20, take 
several deep breaths,'ask someone to watch the 
children and remove yourself froth the scene for a 
few minutes, or phone a fiiend or a local self-help 
parents group. 

If you feel you can use help parenting, find a 
parent education class by contacting New Bedford 
Child and Family Service.
